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THE PRINCE AND PRINCESS OF WALES 


IN IRELAND. 


EXCELLENTLY timed has the Royal visit been—like a golden 
streak in the east after a dark and troublous night. Too much 
may be made of it, we admit ; but also too little. Regarded 
merely as an isolated event, having no special relation to the 
past, no significance for the future, it can assume no serious 
political importance. It has been, indeed, a break in the 
monotony of gloom, and for this reason, if for no other, wel- 
come —just as, to one who watches when sleep reigns all around 








him, and who feels himself wearied with his loneliness, 
a single bright star shining, though ever so transiently, 
through a rift in the clouds overhanging him, gives 
a momentary thrill of delight. The most evanescent 
glories occasionally leave behind them lasting results, and the 
visit of the Prince and Princess of Wales to Ireland, even if 
considered as an unconnected incident, may possibly, by 
the attention it awakens, impart a new direction to national 
thoughts that. had previously too unresistingly tended to des- 
pondency. But the visit, we trust, means something more 
than a happy accident—it suggests even greater satisfaction 





than it gives, It resembles not merely the shining of a star, 
but of the starof the morning. It is the harbinger of a 
better era, It is a prophecy, surely, of coming day, 

The reception of the Royal guests by the populace of Dublin 
and its neighbourhood gave incontestable evidence to the fact 
that the sentiment of loyalty has its roots deep in the heart 
of Ireland, It may be, as once and again it has been, 
obscured. Among the vivacious and sensitive people of the 
sister isle, not less but not more than among ourselves, it is 
apt to pine and dwindle, and perhaps almost disappear from 
the surface, under neglect, Political weeds may overrun it, 
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for it can only put forth beauteous bloom and bear precious 
fruit under a due proportion of sunshine. Bat it will 
take much to kill it. At any rate, it is not dead in 
Ireland, Ordinary culture soon enables it to display 
its inherent vitality. And this it has done to a 
far more gratifying extent than many had anticipated, 
The rush of feeling evoked by the genial Prince and his lovely 
eonsort has throughout been of a kindly, respectful, appreci- 
ative order, growing warmer and more generous day by day, 
as day by day hope shone upon it more brightly, It would be 
childish, no doubt—it would even be worse—to assume that 
Royal visits can ever by themselves efface the effects of 
political injustice ; but they may dispose the Irish people to 
recognise and respond to an honest effort to govern them in a 
spirit of considerateness and equity, It is, perhaps, a small 
thing in itself to win a nation’s smile; but when the smile 
has been won, and before it has faded away, the way for 
conciliatory measures is smoothed, and there is the greater 
likelihood that they will reach the heart. 

The installation of the Prince as a Knight of St. Patrick 
gave a touch of solemnity to this reciprocation of good 
feeling between the reigning family and the Irish people, 
beautifully appropriate to the occasion, The Order, it is true, 
is not ancient ; but it was instituted as a symbol of unity and 
fellowship between the Crown and the best representatives of 
Erin’s chivalry, patriotism, and worth. The investiture of 
the Heir Apparent constitutes and designates him a champion 
of Ireland’s honour, and clothes him with a sort of sacred 
responsibility on behalf of her interests, So he seems to 
have interpreted the splendid ceremonial in the renovated 
Cathedral of St. Patrick; so, with exquisite grace and 
impressive earnestness, he spoke of it at the banquet which 
followed, Jt was a consecration of the relationship between 
himself and an important portion of his future subjects, which 
he had visited Ireland to demonstrate, and which the people 
of Ireland bad enthusiastically hailed, It was not a mere 
show — it was the formal, public, and religious acknow- 
ledgment of a special obligation. Thenceforth the Prince 
was to regard himeelf and to be regarded by the Irish nation 
as theirs—not, indeed, in an exclusive but in an unrestricted 
senre—pledged to maintain their rights, to demand for them 
equal justice, to watch over and to promote their wellbeing, 
and to bear himself towards them and their happiness as a true 
knight should do in the discharge of his knightly vows, 

The almost magical change of feeling which has resulted 
from the Royal visit to the Irish people must be considered as 
due in part, and in no small part, to the appeal which it made 
to their gallantry as well as to their loyalty. Sense of duty 
and fidelity to the Queen was doubtless quickened by the 
coming among them of the Queen's eldest son as the repre- 
sentative of her most gracious Majesty ; but Ireland's heart 
was led willing captive by the irresistible loveliness of 


the Princess, The sacrifice she made to bear her 
husband company in_ receiving Ireland's hospitality 
laid hold of the tenderest susceptibility of the 
nation, Gratitude for disinterested and _ self-denying 


kindness waited to express itself on her arrival ; but gratitude, 
however sincere and deep, was instantly outshone by a warmer 
feeling when the sweet Princess made her appearance and 
smiled her first greeting. “ Sure, never was such a Princess 
out of fairy tale!"—the exclamation of one in the crowd— 
may serve as an unexaggerated interpretation of the fond and 
surprised emotion she everywhere excited, The charm of her 
face and manners fairly took possession of the people before 
they were aware of it ; and, in the soft light of her presence, 
they spontaneously opened their innermost nature to a strange, 
because novel, impression of unreserved trust and loving joy. 
Need we particularly advert to all the pageants, ceremonies, 
visits, festivities, amusements which figured in the programme 
of the viceregal, municipal, and popular hospitalities? Are 
they not all written in the daily journals? and will they 
not be duly illustrated in this paper? Comparatively un- 
important and necessarily transient as such things must be 
in themselves, they attract and repay attention in connection 
with this Royal visit, because one may see reflected in them 
all the varied phases of gratified sentiment which the princely 
representatives of Imperial authority and law rendered 
conspicuous to the whole civilised world. The healing 
efficacy now being exerted upon the Irish mind will 
strengthen the determination of the people of Great 
Britain to raise Ireland to a level of complete equality with 
. all other portions of the empire. It will extend its influence 
beyond these shores, It will rehabilitate our somewhat 
damaged reputation abroad. It will make itself felt in 
America, In every quarter of the globe satisfaction will be felt 
that the great work of conciliation has been so hopefully and 
successfully begun; and the unfeigned respect which her 
Majesty's name everywhere excites will be still further 
deepened by the association with it of the beneficent service 
done to Ireland by the Prince of Wales and his amiable 
consort. 
Only let us remember that we are at the beginning, not the 
end, of this great enterprise, There should not be—we trust 
there will not be—any slackening of hands until the object 
be accomplished, We must all hold ourselves prepared to 
cast sme sacrifice upon the altar—to prove our sincerity 
by the quiet surrender of some fond prejudice or tenderly 
cherished feeling. No grand conquest was ever made with- 
out it—no conquest of a nation’s heart especially, We have 
to do ar, under similar circumstances, we would be done by— 
to “be just and fear not,” The Prince and Princess have 
shown us the way to success, While we applaud and rejoice, 
bo it our care also to copy in spirit their example, Then, 
before we quit the stage of earthly duty, we may hope to witness 


never to be realised—an Act of Union extending not only to 
the form of government, but symbolising a oneness of senti- 
ment, sympathy, and affection between the people of England,

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS, 
FRANCE, 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Panis, Thursday, April 23. 


M. Banocue, Minister of Justice and Public Worship, has been 
making a speech on the occasion of laying the foundation-stone of a 
new church at Rambouillet, the burden of which was emphatically 
“peace.” The Government has just introduced a bill into the 
Corps Législatif authorising the raising of 115,000,000f., by way of 
loan, for the construction and improvement of rural through- 
out the agricultural districts of France. “The anxious wish of the 
Government,” said the hon, Minister, “to hasten the execution of 
this project is an additional proof that it desires peace, and has no 
reason to think that war is at hand.” People, however, do not see 
the logic of this. They rather argue that this talk about “ peace” 
is intended to blind them for a time, until all the money which the 
State requires is raised by loan, and that then only will the true 
intention of the Government really be made evident, 
The Prince Imperial has returned from his tour into Normandy 
and Brittany. At his departure he was accompanied by the Emperor 
and Empress to the station. Here the staff in attendance on the 
Prince was more numerous than was anticipated ; for, in addition to 
his governor, there were no less than three aides-de-camp, an 
equerry, and also his physician and tutor. The son of Dr, 
Conneau, the Prince’s habitual playmate, was also of the 
arty. The train reached Cherbourg the same evening, when the 
ince, who was cheered every step of his progress through the 
town, at once proceeded on board the Imperial yacht, the Reine 
Hortense, and there passed the night. The town and all the vessels 
in the harbour were illuminated. The following morning the Prince 
visited the breakwater, the military port, and the fortifications, and 
then went on board the different ships of war lying inthe roadstead, 
His reception by the various crews was, of course, highly enthu- 
siastic, Sailors and boys are invariably great friends all the world 
over. At Brest, where the Prince arrived early on Friday morning, 
he was met by the customary amount of cheering. Here he visited 
the port, the naval school, and the home for orphan children of 
naval officers, dining, both on Saturday and Sunday evenings, on 
board the Borda, with the pupils of the naval school—the two head 
boys being seated one on each sideof him. The Prince did not pay his 
contemplated visit to Princess Bacciocchi, as she was suffering from 
an attack of measles, but returned to Paris late on Monday evening. 
The Moniteur bas since announced several nominations to the Legion 
of Honour, all connected in some way with the Prince's visit. 
Prince Napoleon and Princess Clotilde are at Florence, to assist at 
the marriage ceremony between Prince Humbert and his first cousin, 
Princess Margaret of Savoy. 

A large military camp has just been formed at St. Maur, at the 
outskirts of Vincennes, The official military journals, to allay any 
feelings of alarm this measure may excite, say that it has been ren- 
dered necessary through the troops in garrison at Paris being 
deprived of their ordinary exercising-ground, the Champ de Mars, 
which, they announce, will not be entirely cleared of the exhibition 
débris before the end of the year. 

We have had an important picture sale in Paris of twenty-three 
well-known works by the old masters, belonging tothe San Donato 
Collection, the bulk of which realised unexpected high prices, For 
instance, Berghem's “Old Port of Genoa,” sold at the sale of the 
Duchess de Berri’s pictures, thirty years ago, for £520, brought 
upwards of three times that amount—namely, £1680, Wouverman’s 
“ Haymaking,” which at the same sale fetched £720, was knocked 
down the other day for £2000. Ostade’s “ Village” brought the 
large sum of £4160; whereas, it formerly realised only £1400, 
Teniers’s ‘Ham Breakfast” produced £3030, against less than a 
thousand pounds at the Dachess de Berri’s sale, Baron James de 
Rothschild bonght Paul Potter's “Cattle Grazing” for £4480, the 
same work having been sold at the Berri sale for under £1500. The 
picture which fetched the largest amount was Terburg’s “ Congress 
of Munster,” bought by a dealer for a millionaire whose name did 
not transpire for the sum of £7230. This work went at the Berri 
sale for £1420. Terburg’s “Curiosity” and “The Visit,” by 
Metzu, were purchased & the Baron Sellitre for £2840 and 
£2040 respectively. Cuyp’s “Avemue of Dordrecht,” which 
was sold at the Berri sale for £724, was bought for the 
unknown millionaire for £5600, or nearly eight times the amount 
which it produced thirty years ago, Another Cayp, “Cattle on 
the Banks of a River,” was acquired by Baron Rothschild for a 
couple of thousand pounds. Of two Hobbemas, one, “ View 
near Haarlem,” brought £3920; and the other,“ A Forest,” £4400, 
The “Downs of eweningen,” by Ruysdael, and ‘A Calm at 
Sea,” by Vandervelde, were purchased for the Duke d’Aumale for 
£2400 and £2720 respectively, A “ Portrait of an Old Woman,” by 
Rembrandt, sold at the Robiano sale for £240, brought nearly ten 
times that amount—namely, £2200, Although all the great public 

alleries of Europe had representatives en Kaulbach, 
rom Munich, and Mr. Boxall for our own National Gallery—the 
private collectors carried off everything among them,

GERMANY. 
The North German Parliament adopted, on Saturday last, a resolu- 
tion calling upon the Chancellor of the Confederation to 02en nego- 
tiations with foreign Powers, with the view that by agreement 
between the different States the inviolability of private property at 
sea shall be established and recognised by treaty, as being a 
fundamental principle of international law. 
Count Bismarck was defeated on Wednesday. A bill had been 
re-introduced by the Government referring to the public debt of tlfe 
Confederation, An amendment was proposed to it making indi- 
vidual officials legally responsible for administrative shortcomings. 
Count Bismarck opposed this strongly, but on a division the amend- 
ment was carried by 131 to 114 votes, Thereupon the bill was 
withdrawn, 

CANADA, 
Further accounts of the murder at Ottawa state that Mr. 
M‘Gee was shot at a little after two o'clock a.m. on the 7th inst, 
He had mounted the steps of his residence, and was in the act of 
applying a key to the door-latch, when the fatal shot was fired. 
he ball entered the anterior portion of the head and passed out 
near the right eye, lodging in the doorpost, The assassin was so 
close to the victim when the shot was fired that the hair of Mr. 
M'Gee’s head was singed. After receiving the wound Mr, M‘Gee 
fell backward from the steps and rolled on to ths pavement; the 
cigar which he was smoking at the time fell from his mouth, and 
was picked up on the side walk, The scenein the House of Commons 
on the Tuesday following the assassination, whea the motion was 
made for adjournment, is eaid to have been most impressive. The 
House was draped in black (as were the chief buildings in most of 
the principal cities), members of all shades of political opinion spoke 
in honour of the deceased, and many of his old associates could 
not restrain their tears. The body lay in state at Montreal, 
While it was being conveyed to that city from Ottawa immense 
crowds assembled at every station on the line, and showed eve 
mark of feeling and respect. Three persons, accused of being impli- 
cated in the assassination, have been arrested; and, it is said, there 
is strong evidence against one of them, J. Whelan, alias Sullivan. 
The New York Herald states that a Fenian plot has been dis- 
covered to blow up the House of Parliament at Ottawa, 

THE UNITED STATES. 

The impeachment trial before the Senate is proceeding more 
rapidly than was expected, In consequence of the Court refusing 
to receive the testimony of several members of the Cabinet as to the 
advice they tendered to the President respecting the Tenure of 
Offices Bill, the evidence for the defence was closed on Monday last. 
Mr. Boutwell, one of the managers for the prosecation, replied to the 
arguments of the defence on Wednesday. In the course of a long 
speech he maintained that the evidence submitted by the prosecution 
had Ty sustained the charges preferred, In conclusion, he 
strongly urged the conviction of President Johnson, 

On Monday the House of Representatives passed, by 99 votes 

against 5, a bill introduced by Mr. Banks relative to the naturalisa- 
tion of immigrants to the United States, This bill enacts that any 
declaration or decision of officers of the United States Government 
which questions the right of expatriation is null and void; that all 
naturalised citizens of the United States while in foreign countries 
shall be entitled to the same protection as is now accorded to native- 
born citizens; and that when apy citizen of the United States 
is arrested by any foreign Goverament, and his release delayed or 
refused upon the allegation that naturalisation does not dissolve his 
allegiance to his native Sovereign, the President shall be enpowered 
to order the arrest of any subject of such foreign Government who 
may be found within the jurisdiction of the United States.

In the Ccurt of Bankruptcy, on Thursday week, at a dividend 
meeting under the separate estate of Mr. Laurence, of the firm of 
Laurence, Mortimore, and Schrader, leather-factors, of St. Mary Axe 
and Liverpool, who stopped payment about eight ig since, it was 
announced that dividends amounting to 17s, 6d. in the psund had 
already been paid, and thata dividend of 2s, 6d, was now 
ready to be declared, leaving a considerable surplus to be carried to 
the credit of the joint estates of the bankrupts. 


The hearing of the case of Peto, Betts, and Crampton was resumed 
before Mr, Commiesioner Winslow on Wednesday, The examination 
of Sir Morton Peto was continued, and lasted the whole day.

An acticn was tried, on Monday, before Baron Channell, in the 
Court of Exchequer, to recover £78, the greater portion of which 
was for supplying a wedding breakfast. The defendant paid £60 
into court in satisfaction of the plaintiff's demand, The plaintiff, 
Miss Ellen Rayner, kept a —~@y ~ in Princess-street, 
Harover-square, and the defendant, Dr. Kochler, was a Polish 
gentleman, about seventy years of age. In September last 
the defendant and his family went to reside in the plaintiff's 
houre, paying five guineas a week for their apartments, 
and 7s, a head per day for board, exclusive of wines, On 31 the 
defendant's daughter was married to an officer in the Army, and the 
plaintiff wes requested to furnish the wedding breakfast, it being at 
the same time intimated to her that it was to be a sumptuous enter- 
tainment, “regardless of cost.” The plaintiff obtained the bride- 
cake and all the eatables, which consisted of hot soups and entrées 
cold entrées, turkey a la Perigord, roast chickens, mayonnaise, game 

je, tongue, lobster salads, cold game, jellies, creams, pastry, &c., 
rom Messrs, Gunter, and the champagne from a merchant in Oxford- 
street, Twenty persons sat down to breakfast, and in the evening 
nine came to sup upon what was left, and to drink the old year out 
and the new year in, It seemed, according to the opening state 
ment of counse), that the remains of the feast were not only enough 
for that purpose, but supplied a dinner for twelve people next day, 
while the scraps were packed up in hampers and sent to various 
members of the defendant's family, The plaintiff charged one guinea 
a head for the breakfast ; £4 4s, for the bride-cake ; £6 12s, for ices, 
ineapples, and grapes; £15 15s. for three dozen of champagne ; £2 2s, 
or waiters; 10s, for their board ; £8 8s, for the hire of different articles; 
and £10 for “ wear and tear” and the trouble involved in the affair. 
There was also a charge of £5 5s. for five carriages and pairs, with 
respect to which there was no dispute, As ed other items, it 
was explained that, if there had not been a supper and afterwards a 
dinner, and then a distribution of the surplus viands, £21 would 
probably have covered the expense of the breakfast. The defence 
was that the plaintiff agreed to furnish the breakfast at £1 a head, 
and that if she had not done so the charges were exorbitant, and 
that the sum paid into court was amply sufficient to pay for the 
entertainments and all the incidental expenses, and leave the plaintiff 
a good margin of profit. Deducting those expenses, the actual food 
amounted to about £2 per head, without the champagne, and wit- 
nerees connected with Messrs, Gunter, —— | and Brymer, Rose

“NOTHING IN THE PAPERS.” 

By a conventionality, an Englishman’s religious belief and practice 
are ~~ to be his own business; but this convention collapses 
when his enemies think that capital is to be made by dragging either 
before the world. Mr, Disraeli must not complain—probably he is 
the last man to complain—because the theologica! teste which were 
so liberally applied in the case of other Premiers are being used upon 
him, The regular church-going of the Duke of Wellington was 
held to be balanced by his Grace’s occasional recurrence to a few of 
the expletives without which he might have found it difficult to 
make raw British recruits or cowardly Peninsula ones so tractable as 
was desirable. Lord Melbourne’s known fondness for th 
reading was made the subject of more coarse sneering than it is 
pleasant to remember, Lord John Russell's adhesion to a sect, and 
the influences which were alleged to have produced that adhesion, 
were discussed with shameless bitterness, rd Palmerston’s bon- 
homie made it hard for the most spitefal foe to be very personal, at 
least in Jate years; but we all recollect that he was accused of 
something near infidelity because he dared to say that fasting and 
prayer without draining and g would not be entirely 
efficacious in preventing infection, and because he expressed a 
belief that babies are not born wicked. Mr. Disraeli has shared the 
same lot, and caustic speculations on his original faith and on his 
present religious habits have, since his accession to office, been put 
out with every degree of impertinence. I suppose that he is not 
much moved by these things, But his admirers may like to know 
that he has almost always been a Christian; that on the testimony 
of the leading Heb:ew organ he had remained until about the mature 
age of five without making any great profession on the subject, but 
that then he was taken to Hackney Church by Samuel a the

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THE question of capital punishment is one of universal 
concern ;- and the painful details with which the opponents of 
that remedial measure invariably and not unskilfully surround 
any discussion on its desirability are no necessary portion of 
the investigation. The English House of Commons has this 
week passed through Committee a very remarkable measure 
on the subject ; and has listened toa most remarkable speech by 
a profound thinker, Under these circumstances, the topic 
is not one to be passed over by way of homage to 
sentimentalism ; and the less that the crime which capital 
punishment is designed to repress is becoming terribly 
frequent, While the Prince of Wales is paying a kindly 
visit to Ireland, a gentleman is murdered near his owa 
door merely for having exercised the ordinary right of pro- 
perty ; and the same week tells us that, at Ottawa, a leading 
and eloquent statesman has been cruelly shot down, a martyr 
to his loyalty, While we write, a court of law holds a gang 
of murderous conspirators in the dock, persons whose brutal 
ferocity recked not of the killing and mutilation of scores of 
men, women, and children for a political object, Day by day 
the chronicle of murder of the coarsest type swells fearfully, 
and there are between seventeen and twenty of such crimes 
now in various stages of investigation, At such a time a 
certain knot of theorists call on us to abandon the punishment 
of death, and the most philosophic statesman of the day arises 
to confute them, and te warn us against the danger of treating 
murder as a mere error, to be expiated by imprisonment, 

The opportunity which was chosen for the demonstration 
against the punishment of death was the going into Oom- 
mittee on the bill for enacting that such punishment shall in 
future be inflicted within the prisons, We shall not enter at 
any length into the arguments of the abolitionists, not that 
they do not deserve respectful consideration, but because 
they have been all heard over and over again, Although wa 
hang, there aré many murders—the punishment is the same in 
a bad case and one of a lighter kind —~women commit murder 
in circumstances which demand the postponement of punish- 
ment, and the infliction thereby becomes shocking — 
innocent persons may be executed—most murderers are 
mad—reverence for human life forbids its destruction — 
Mr. Dickens has given « powerful picture of an exe- 
cution mob, and M, Victor Hugo has appealed eloquently 
against murder in the name of law—pockets have been picked 
under the gallows—juries let persons escape rather than send 





them to the halter, These objections, with the addition of 
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Mr. Neate’s singular discovery that hanging is a painful 
process, and that we ought either to destroy the criminal by 
an anesthetic process or allow him to kill himself, exhaust, 
we believe, all the arguments against the gallows, except a 
theological one, about which it may be enough to say that all 
nations recognise, on natural principles, the right to take life ; 
and the only nation that has had a distinct and unmistakable 
revelation of law was ordered to slay, not only for murder, 
but for other offences, 

Mr. Gilpin was the advocate of the abolitionists, and he 
advanced most of the points which we have noted, Mr. 
Gregory's ready answer to Mr, Gilpin’s pleading for the 
murderer was that it was not a question of softening hearts 
and saving souls, but a question of preventing the Queen’s 
subjects from being murdered, Some persons may go so far 
as to say with Jeremy Bentham that prevention is the only 
thing to be sought, and that if fining the next murderer a 
penny would prevent the deed in future, that ought to be 
the penalty, on philosophical principles, Human nature, 
however, has implanted in it a sense which Mr, Bentham 
might despise, but which was planted for some good purpose, 
and which recognises the justice of retribution. But we feel 
that the case of capital punishment, which was taken up 
by Mr, Mill on Tuesday, had been so completely thought 
out by him, and that his judgment will be referred to 
as the sentence of a Stowell or an Eldon is in high questions 
of equity, that to give his reply in a few words is to furnish 
all readers with the best weapon that can be supplied from 
the armoury of reason, 

Mr, Mill, after highly eomplimenting those who are called the 
philanthropists (but whose philanthropy on this question we 
may remark is confined to the criminals and has no word for 
the victims or the bereaved), regretted that they did not 
know where to stop. Solemnly to blot out a murderer from 
the catalogue of the living is the most appropriate and im- 
pressive mode in which society can deal with his crime. 
An imprisonment carried out in a way commensurate 
with the offence would be a horrible torture, The punish- 
ment is mild indeed which does not add more to the sum 
of human misery than is added by the execution of a criminal. 
Society is asked to denude itself of an instrument of punish- 
ment which effects its purpose at a less cost of suffering than 
any other, while inspiring more terror, Professional criminals 
may be, or pretend to be, indifferent to the gallows; but it is 
not to its effect on the hardened offender that we are to look, 
but on the many who are still innocent, We knowsome whom 
the penalty has not deterred, but how many has it not pre- 
vented from murder? The awful penalty must not be expended 
on small offences, or it will soon become inoperative ; and if 
the time should ever come when we can get no conviction in- 
volving death, it will be time to abrogate the law. Mr, Mill 
then rebuked the abolitionists for trying to bring about an 
enervation, an effeminacy, in the general mind of the 
country. For it is effeminacy to be more shocked at taking 
life than at taking all that makes life valuable, Is death the 
greatest of all earthly evils? Usgue adcone mori miserum est ? 
Does not a manly education teach us that it is not so? 
Our danger is the being so much shocked by death in general 
as to care too much about it in individual cases, Moreover, 
in countries where there is a horror of the execution there is 
no horror of the assassin, Too much has been said about the 
sanctity of human life; but it is not human life, as such, but 
human feelings that ought to be sacred. Respect the human 
capacity of suffering, not of merely existing. Does fining a 
prisoner show want of respect for property? No; nor does 
taking life for murder show want of regard for life, The 
punishment of the innocent is exceedingly rare, and in 
England all but impossible, for our rules of evidence are too 
favourable to the prisoner, and every chance of escape is 
sedulously offered him. Mr, Mill added an expression of 
satisfaction that we had left off paring down our punish-

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 


THERE seems to have grown up a notien that it is part of the basi- 
ness of the House of Commons to afford the country the gratification 
of a sensation scene at least once a fortnight during the seasion. The 
basis of it is to be a Parliamentary and political duel between the 
leaders on each side, and therefore it has happened that because there 
was not a tilt between Mr. Disraeli and Mr. Gladstone on Monday 
last certain providers of news have been quite angry. The burden 
of their wrath has however fallen on Mr. Gladstone ; for he was 
absent on that evening, while Mr. Disraeli was sitting almost torpid 
in his place; but of course open to being poked up into a 
contest. In short, there was not the Ministerial statement 
which was prophesied by outsiders; and a glance at the 
House on its reassembling after the recess was sufficient to show 
that members had understood what the infallible guides of public 
opinion did not—viz., that the party set-to was not to take place 
until the 27th, The threefold transfusion of baronetage into 
peerage—in the persons of Sir John bp rn, Sir John Waish, and 
Sir Brook Bridges (with whom the last of the blue coats with bright 
buttons has disappeared from the House of Commons)—with other 
casualties, caused quite a shower of new writs; but this was almost 
the only preliminary matter; and so ductile was the state of 
the House that there was nothing to prevent Mr. Smollett, evi- 
dently even more than usually primed from “ Humphrey Clinker,” 
from venting to the full that special rancour against all 
East Indian administrators with which he seems to be always 
charged. To hear Mr. Smollett first describing in a creative way and 
then denouncing a job, whether as regards half splenctic, half 
humorous manner and pitch of voice or unvagueness of phraseology, 
a spade being designated a spade without being in the least toned 
down, is necessarily to recall to recollection certain letters said to 
have been written by a certain country squire from Bath in the last 
century. This time Mr. Smollett was intent on showing that irriga- 
tion in India had been jobbed by successive Indian secretaries and 
their co-administrators ; and he was so much in his peculiar element 
that he nearly drew tears of mortification from Sir Stafford 
Northcote’s eyes, and outraged Mr, Kinnaird’s nice sense of 
decornm to such an extent that that gentleman was forced into a 
rebuke akin to those which are given by authorised clerical censors 
to erring brethren, This — evening was also much signalised 
by special development of the peculiar qualifications as a legislator 
by Mr. Serjeant Gaselee. Of course, no one can doubt the purity 
and intensity of the learned gentleman's political feelings, The 
fact that, in his expression of them, he forgets all order of names, 
subjects, rules, ordinances, and habitudes of the House, such is the 
whirlwind of his patriotic enunciations, is sufficient evidence of his 
character as a representative of the people. Thus it will happen 
that he will call the Chairman of Committees Mr. Speaker, and the 
Speaker Mr, Chairman ; he will designate a speech as a debate; he 
will call a noble Lord an hon. gentleman ; he will speak of a right 
honourable gentleman as an honourable member, and vice versa ; 
he will denounce the Secretary for India for something that has 
been said by the Under Secretary for the Colonies; he will move 
the adjournment of the House, when he means the adjournment of 
the debate ; ard, in fact, he is a very master of the science of mala- 
propism. His latest manifestations have bean terrible, for they are 
directed against a base and shameless Government, which will not 
know that it has been woefully beaten ; and he has been demanding 
peremptorily, and in the manner which is supposed to characterise 
an irate person who is about to kick a dog down stairs, that the 
Ministry shall get out of their seats, and allow him and his friends 
to cccupy them. The honourable and learned gentleman is very 
fertile in evggestions for dealing with almost every measure that 
comes before the House, and he vehemently desires everyone to take 
such and such a course; but, by a curious infelicity, it invariably 
happens that they take a line exactly opposite to his suggestions. His 
quabfiations are rare, and bis modes of exhibiting them rich—in a cer- 
tain eense ; and it is to be hoped that the electors of Portsmouth will 
take care that his particular services are not lost to the House at the 
next election, 

If anyone was inclined to take what must be rather minute 
trouble, a tolerable paper might be written, say, on the humours of 
the Estimates. By this is meant an account cf the queer, inconse- 
quent, personally-charactcristic way in which that small band of 
gentlemen who constitute themselves the financial reformers 
of the House nibble at the votes in gross and in detail. 
The unconsciousness oof blundering which is displayed is 
wonderful, and Chancellors of the chequer and Secretaries 
to the Tieasury, when the Civil Service Estimates are on, must be 
constantly Jaughing in their sleeves at attempts at reduction ; 
which, by the very mode in whieh they are made, they know must 
come to nothing. It is a positive fact that, in the last ten years, 
though every night when the Estimates are in discussion there are 
a dozen motions for diminution, only one item has been taken out of 
the bills which Government draws on the country, and that was 
a sum of £300, the salary of atravelling agent for the curators of 
the National Gallery. t is really not necessary for the Government 
officials to dodge in order to keep the Estimates intact; for, even if 
the absence of all members except forty or fifty steady Minis- 
terialists and some twenty or so of the financial reformers, did not 
render victory on all divisions secure for the Government, the 
lndicrous inefficiency of the critics and would-be-economists would 
suffice. Now, it must be understood that, pro Ade vice, the leader is 
Mr. Alderman Lusk., There is no more to be said. 

May it not be excusably said that, as a bachelor, Mr. Shaw Lefevre

and the unusual circumstance occurred of a member being allow 
to bring in a bill of obvious importance at the beginning of the 
evening, and after a long statement, without anyone's con- 
descending to eay a single word about either the measure or the 
specch, This may be considered a mode of expressing Parliamentary 
contempt. Toa certain extent, Mr, Gilpin’s passionate appeal for 
the abolition of capital punishment was treated in a like manner ; 
for, at any rate, very few members stayed to listen to him; and 
even when Mr, Stuart Mill rose to continue a debate, which, brief as 
it had been, was seemingly considered to have been too long to 
many of those who remained, there was opposition to his 
speaking at all, and interruption was frequent while he 
was delivering a most argumentative, epigrammatic, and for 
him curiously practical speech against the motion for the 
abolition of capital punishment for the crime of murder. It is true 
that in the manifestly carefal preparation of his discourse—which, 
as it was spoken, was fit for immediate printing and publishing— 
Mr. Mill erred on the side of being rather too long; but it is pro- 
bable that thes will tend considerably to shut up those philan- 
thropists who, though he loves them, Mr. Mill declares have in this 
instance got beyond their depth. The subject of capital punishment, 
in ite pbase as constituted by the Government Bill for having 
executions conducted in prisons, was singularly illustrated during 
the diecugsion, for there were ever and anon bursts of heartily 
genuine Ianghter. It is to be feared that Mr, Alderman Lusk was 
mainly resporsible for much of this ; for, whether he meant it or not, 
some of his reminiscences of his Sheriffdom of London, in connection 
with penal executions, were inconceivably comic, 

It was hardly to be supposed that a burials bill for Ireland, —-, 
being interpreted, means a measure to take away from clergymen o 
the blished Church the power of preventing the interment of 
any but members of their own flocks in the parish churchyards, 
would be discussed without rai some sectarian high talk.

Mr. Rearden, who out-did the Protestant members in railing, talking 
of the Reformation of Henry VIII. in a way which was quite 
terrible; but when he became so shocking as to attempt to question 
the moral character of Queen Elizabeth he was silenced by tre- 
merndous groaning and shouts of “Oh!” from a particular part of 
the Ministerial benches. It was chivalrous, indeed, to protect the 
reputation of the Virgin Queen from slanders which, though uttered 
so many hundred years after her decease, would, to use the common 
phrase, cause that lady-monarch to turn in her grave. 

The éébut of Mr, Ward Hunt as Chancellor of the Exchequer was 
creditable both as regards his bearing and his powers of financial 
exposition, while he gave some comfort to the tax-paying com- 
munity by his announcement that the Abyssinian expedition is to 
cost only five millions, and that the only addition to imposts is the 
bringing up the income tax to sixpence in the pound. The House 
was evidently pleased with him, personally and officially.

The Archbishop of Canterbury did not object to the second 
reading of the bill after the promise of the Government to refer it to 
a Select Committee, 

The Earl of Derby did not look upon this measure as a compromise, 
but as a total surrender of the rights of the Church, It had been 
said the churches could be supported by a voluntary rate—but no 
one need pay it unless he liked—but for his own part he could not 
see why the minority should not pay that rate as well a3 a rate for 
a library, or museum, or baths-and wash-houses. The measure 
appeared to him to be one of expediency, and, in his opinion, 
one of false expediency. The fundamental rinciple of the bill was 
to reduce the Church of England to the level of those of other 
denominations, and, however they might alter it in Committee, that 

bjectionable principle would remain. 

‘The Earl of Carnarvon said that he wa; willing to make some 
sacrifices in order to have a settlement of the question; and, if it 
admitted of a compromise at all, the bill was as fair a proposal as 
could be made, 

The Archbishop of York deprecated the attempt to mix up the 
rating system with the voluntary and subscription systems, The 
bill proposed to create a vestry with the power of making a rate, 
without the power of enforcing it. That was a miserable sham, and 
he would oppose the measure by every means in his power. 

Lord Colchester did not think that the settlement of this question 
in the last year of an expiring Parliament was at all a satisfactory 
mcde of dealing with the question, He did not consider the bill a 
good basis for the settlement of it. 

Earl Grey considered the system of voluatary rating would be 
im a and that in three years it would all be broken dow 
and in the egurse of a few years the effect of the clauses woul 
be to throw the management of the churches into the hands of 
persons of extreme opinions on one side or the other. He thought 
the bill would be improved by leaving out those clauses altogether, 

The Bishop of Oxford said he held that church rates were a proper 
charge upon property ; but the bill came to them from another place 
in the shape of a declaration that the time had come when that 
charge upon > 4 should be withdrawn. He was opposed to the 
principle of the bill; but, on the understanding that the bill was to 
go ~ e Committee for improvement, he would not oppose the second 
reading. 

The Lord Chancellor said that, if the bill were to be passed or 
rejected, in its present state he should have great difficulty in giving 
his assent to it. There were several clauses in the bill which 
required amendment, and could only be dealt with in Committee, 
The bill proposed to repeal all local Acts, and that was mavifes:!y 
unjust, Those Acts could only be dealt with by exempting them 
from the bill altogether, or by baring them individually before the 
Committee and — ey in the measure for the localizies to 
which they referred.

He considered it undesirable that additional taxation should be 
placed upon articles of general consumption, and he proposed that 
the income tax should be raised to sixpence for the present year, 
which would realise £1,800,000 from the increase agreed to in 
November last, and £1,100,000 in the year to come. He farther 

opoted that the Government should have power toissue Exchequer 

onds for one year to the amount of one million, which would antici- 
pate the receipts from the extra income tax, and would fall into next 
year's account. There would then be available for the services of 
the country a surplus of £920,000. £1,800,000 from additional 
income tax and £1,000,000 from the issue of Exchequer Bonds, pro- 
ducing altogether £3,720,000, and leaving a surplus of revenue over 
estimated expenditure of £720,000. 

Mr. Gladstone was of opinion that the propositions of the right 
hon. gentleman were simple and sound, and that the Government 
acted rightly in declining to interfere with the trade of the country 
by imposing indirect taxation, He thought, however, that there 
was this fallacy in the statement of the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer—that the increased expenditure of the country was not due 
to the accident of an expedition to Abyssinia, but to a permanent ir- 
crease in the military and naval establishments of the country. The 
war in Abyssiuia was not contemplated at the close of last Session, 
and if it had never occurred at all it would have been necessary to 

sovide this year for an increased expenditure, He did not think 

r. Hunt had been over-liberal in the provision he had made for the 
war, which he (Mr. Gladstone) feared would not be ended by May, and 
all «expenses ascertained and provided for by the sum of £5,000,000. He 
would show by comparing the present Budget with the Budget brought 
forward two years ago, that, if the expenditure of the year 1566 
had been adhered to, there would have a saving of £3,000,000 
in the present Budget, which would have rendered unnecessary any 
increase of the income tax. He would put it to the House whether 
the course on which the Government had em was a safe 
course. He specially objected to the high expenditure which seemed 
to be the normal condition of things in a time of peace. He thought 
that the augmentation of the income tax ought to be looked into, 
and a decision carefully come to whether the proposed increase was 
not a permanent increase, and not a temporary ——_ to meet 
the expenses of the Abyssinian war. If this should turn out to be 
the case, then it would the duty of the House to take steps to 
review our system of national expenditure, and to revise and amead 
that which was objectionable and extravagant. 

Colonel Sykes deprecated constant addition to permanent ex- 
penditure, and doubted whether the Abyssinian war would not 
prove more costly and more protracted than anticipated. 

Mr, T, Baring feared that the precedent of resorting to the iacoms 
tax to meet special expenses would not be neglected on similar occa- 
sicne. He thought that a 5 per cent on Customs duties would have 
been the preferable course, The question was this, was the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer to ease his perplexities by a tara of the 
income-tax screw, or was every class to bear a porticn of the charges 
of an expensive war ? 

Mr. Aytoun drew attention to the Terminable Annuity Act and 
the necessity for carrying out its original purpose. The Government 
were adopting a plan condemned by every sound financier—namely, 
borrowing money to pay off a debt.

Westenra, and Sir H. Seymour Blane, Bart.—are alive ; and Oaptain 
Standen, Captain Short, and Oaptain Harrington Hudson are 
dead. Colonel Meyrick was the umpire, and started the boat at 
Sh. Im, a.m., from Ieaac King’s barge, moored off the meadows; 
and Westminster Bridge was reached at 6h. 46m, p.m. Time, which, 
in this instance, was sixteen hours, was thus beaten, with a quarter of 
an hour to spare. The time taken for refreshment was 4 min, in 
Pangbourn (Whitchurch) Lock, 15 min, in Boulter’s (Maidenhead) 
Lock, 4 min, in Old Windsor Lock, and 4 min. in Teddington Lock. 
There are twenty-seven locks between Oxford and Westminster. 
The weir at Windsor was shot, so that twenty-six locks were passed 
through. Bach lock where refreshment was not taken occupied 
2min,, and the whole loss of time was 1h. Ilmin. Hence the 
actual work was done in 14h, 34 min.; the pace while under way 
being about 7} miles per hour, The day was as bad as it possibly 
could be, with a very strong N.E. wind in the teeth of the crew.

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THE START POINT LIGHTHOUSE, 

Tue lighthouse on Start Point, which is under the jurisdiction of the 
Trinity House, stands upon one of the westernmost headlands of the 
English Channel, which, being a point of departure for outward- 
bound vessels, and very frequently the first land sighted on the 
homeward voyage, is of great importance. The light-tower, which 
was erected in 1836, is built of granite, on a circular base, and 
is 92 ft. high. From the lantern by which it is surmounted a revolv- 
ing or flashing light of the first order is exhibited, the bright flash 
appearing once in a minute, This is effected on the now well- 
known dioptric system of Fresnel, by means of an apparatus which 
was manufactured in 1836 by Messrs, Cookson and Co., of Newcastle, 
when that system of lighting was introduced into England, It was 
the first of ita kind erected in an English lighthouse, The system 
is now out of date ; it will shortly be replaced by a more modern in- 
strument, with all the additions and improvements that optical skill 
and improved manufacture can provide, imens of this improved 
dioptric apparatus, manufactured by the Messrs, Chance Brothers ,of 
Birmingham, were exhibited in the Paris International Exhibition 
of last year, for which the Messrs. Chance received the gold medal. 
But this light is even now considered by mariners to be one of the 
best on the coast of England. It is visible in clear weather at a 
distance of twenty miles. A smaller light exhibited from a window 
12 ft. below the principal light is shown to guide vessels into Torbay ; 
but this is only visible in one particular direction. 

The lights are in charge of two keepers—principal and assistant— 
for each of whom a furnished dwelling, with a garden, forming part 
of the establishment, is provided. It is their duty to keep a good 
light constantly burning bright and clear from sunset to sunrise and 
to keep the apparatus and every part of the lighthouse and dwellings

About five miles 
from land the Victoria and Albert was met by the Tarifa, one of the 
Cunard line of steamers, and several other vessels, which had been 
dispatched from Dublin and Kingstown to meet the Ro 
The Victoria and Albert was saluted by the iron in passing 
through their squadron, with the Enchan and the Sage ees 
Helicon, This is the subject of one of our Illustrations, The Royal 
yacht, having anchored in the harbour, was left undisturbed till ten 
o'clock, when a deputation of the Kingstown commissioners went on 
board and presented a loyal address, At the same time the Princess 
received the gift of a white dove, as a token of peace, which was 
presented to the Queen when she landed here in 1849, The 
appointed landing-place was the Victoria-wharf, near the railway 
station at Kingstown, where a pavilion had been erected for the 
urpose of enabling the Royal visitors to set foot on the Irish shore 
under the most comfortable circumstances. This structure was com- 
modious enough, but not very elegant. It was a wooden shed, built 
in the form of a boat-house, having the floor covered with crimson 
cloth, and having at the point of landing the letters “ V.R.,” with 
the figures “1849,” to indicate the spot on which her Majesty the 
Queen stepped when she first visited her Irish subjects, On each side 
of the pavilion were raised tiers of seats for the accommodation of a 
number of ladies and gentlemen who had secured
